Smoke in Observatory Fire. 


TWICE SAVED By ‘FIREMEN, 


Aged Astronomer Has 
Two Narrow Escapes. 


Fearilessly risking his life to save astro- 
~— records, the work of a lifetime, Prof. 
Hough, 70 years old, batt with 
> that and smoke last evening in the Dear- 
born observatory at Northwestern univer- 


sity. Finally succumbing, after throwing 
valuable papers from a window, he fell in a 
smoke filled hallway near the record room 
and was found and carried out almost un- 
conscious by firemen. 

Reviving in the open air, the aged jastrono- 
mer refused to heed the assurances that his 
prized records were safe, and he again en- 
tered the building through the clouds of 
smoke. Again he was overcome and carried 
out. It was several hours before he had 


,recovered from the effects of his experience 


and then his first thought and inquiry were 
of the records, 


Blaze Starts in Observatory Attic. 

The causeof the professor’s experience was 
a fire which started shortly after 8 p. m. 
from some unknown cauge in the attic of the 
big stone observatory building which stands 
at the north end of the campus. The blaze 
was confined to the upper stories and none 
of the instruments in the observatory proper 
was damaged. Wynne McDougall, a stu- 
dent, who rooms with his brother in the 
buliding, had crept through the smoke with 
a handkerchief fastened over hig mouth and 
closed the iron doors of the observation 
room, thereby saving the big telescope, the 
pride of the university, from possible injury. 

The fire was extinguished with a loss es- 
timated. at $2,000. The cause wane Oe de- 


termined. The firemen believed it might 
have started either from a gas be- 
longing to the students rooming in the build- 


ing or by crossed electric wires. 


_ After Records of Jupiter. 

When the fire first wis discovered, Prof. 
Hough, who is the astronomer in charge of 
the observatory, was just leaving the build- 
ing after making his regular nightly inspec- 
tion. Instantly he gave the alarm, and rushed 
in after his records. His anxiety was due to 
their scientific value, especially thope relat- 
ing to the planet Jupiter, of which Prof. 
Hough has made an especial study. rva- 
tions extending over seventeen have 
beer recorded by the aged astronomer, and 
these are considered the most — any 
station in the world. ; 

So closely has Prof. Hough the one 
planet his particular attention that among 
the students he is known as “ Jupiter” 
Hough. In the observatory, beside the tele- 
scopes, are many instruments of his own in- 
vention and regarded ‘as especially 
in astronomical work. 

The observatory was erected in 1 The 
principal instrument is the equatorial ob- 
} servation telescope with a diameter of 18% 
inches. It cost $50,000, and when installed 
was one of the largest in the world.

Montana Senator May N ot Reeover

NEXT WEEK WILL DECIDE. 


| Abscess of Brain Necessitates Drastic 
_ Methods Which May Be Fatal. 


New York, July 15.—Senator William A. 
Clark of Montana was operated upon for an 
abscess of the brain at his home inithis city 
this afternoon. It is understood that he is 
rallying and resting comfortably tonight. 

A favorable outcome of the senator’s iliness 
is anticipated, although, as the operation 
was a serious one, it probably will be several 
days before an ultimate recovery is assured, 

At midnight Senator Clark had rallied 
and was resting comfortably, with every ap- 
parent symptom in his favor. Three nurses 
were in constant attendance, and Dr. Lewis 
R. Morris remained within easy call. 

Dr. James F. McKernon, who performed 
the operation, was with the patient during 
the evening, but early left the house appar- 
ently satisfied with his condition. He 
declined to discuss the case and referred all 


inquirers to the senator’s family. 


Result of Pneumonia Attack. 

It was learned, however, that the t 
illness had no connection with or is hot re- 
sultant from an attack suffered by the sena- 
tor nearly a year and a half. ago when he 
operation. 

A year ago t November the senator con- 
tracted a cold which developed an acute 
mastoiditis. He was then in Butte, Mont., 
and came to this city, where a successful 
operation was performed. The senator 
quickly regained his normal condition and 
continued in the best of health until last 
February, when a severe cold developed into 
pneumonia. He never fully recovered from 
his sickness of that time. 

In spite of poor health he Jooked after his 
immense business interests up to three 
weeks ago, when he was seized with. violent 
pains in the left side of his head at Butte. 
These pains continued intermittently, and 
ten days ago he decided to come to New 


York that the cause of his trouble might, if. 


possible, be determined and removed. A 
week ago he arrived here. The pains in his 
head were toflower by a discharge from the 


An examination by his physicians showed 
that an acute inflammation of the middie 
ear, rewultant from the attack of pneumonia, 
had never wholly subsided and that a radical 
operation was imperative.

Portiand, . July 15.—An earthquake 
Shock, affecting a large portion of Maine, 
eceurred at 5:10 o'clock this morning and 
was noticeable for about ten seconds.

ceived adequate attention in the newspaper 
press of Rusela or of other countries. La- 
conic official reports issued in &. Peters. 
burg and communicated by cable to other 
parte of the world have supplied merely the 
barest hint of ghastly horrors whieh would 
shock the conscienee of the civilized world 
if they were fully known and understood. 
Since the Russian Easter—that is, the end of 
April, according to our calendar—there Have 
been anti-Semitic riots in a score of Russian 
towns and in about fifty Russian villages. 
In the course of these riots more than BD 
Jews were killed and approximately 10,090 
wounded. In addition to these casualties It 
has been ascertained that more than 1009 
Jewish women were outraged. 

Several hundred houses belonging to Jews 
were demolished and razed. Five hundred 
shops belonging to Jews were sacked aad 
1,000 dwellings inhabited by Jews were loot, 
ed. These figures, however, terrible ap ip 
the tale which they tell, do not convey Am 
adequate impression of the horrors whieh 
were enacted by the Senare moba of 
fanatical Jew beiters. 


Say Trepoff Fosters Violence.” 

One of the worst features of mentee 
outbreak of anti-Gemitism in different parts 
of the country was the official support which 
was given to the anti-Jewish agitation. Those 


“who are well informed regarding the course 


of political events behind the scenes in Ras- 
sia. ascribe this official support of viglent 
anti-Semitiem to Gen. Trepoff who, 
though nominally nothing more than gov- 
most powerful man in Russia.

Gen. Trepoff belleves.that if the Russian 
. populace, so to speak, lets off steam by mas- 
sacring and bludgeoning the Jewe they will 


_ he less inclined to be discontented ‘with the 
conduct of the war and with the Gomiestic — 


policy of the government. Consequently, 
Gen. Trepoff hae exerted all his infiuenoe 
in favor of violent anti-Semitism, and it has 
been proved beyond doubt that the recems 
outbreaks in the western provinces of the 
Russian empire were instigated by agitators 
actively supported by the local authorities, 
One of the worst outbreaks took place at 
_ Jitomir, the capital of the province of Vol- 
hynia. About three weeke before the ant 
Jewish riots began, six strangers arrived. 
from St. Petersburg and began to prepare 
the ground for the accomplishment of their 
bloodthirsty design. They waited on the 
Orthodox Greek archbishop of Jitomir asd 
made representations to him regarding the 


the Russian nation. They declared that the 
government had proofs that the Jews ali 
over Russia were the sworn enemies of the 
Orthodox Greek church and were scheming 
not only to overthrow absolute government 
but algo to bring about the confiscation of 
the vast wealth of the state church for thie 
relief of taxpayers. 


How Agitators Stirred Up Strife. 

They reminded thé archbishop that the 
procurator of the holy syned, Pobiedonost- 
zeff, is a confirmed anti-Semite and fre 
quently has given his support to anti-Semitic 
outbreaks. They persuaded the archbishop 
to Jook with favor on Jew baiting, and in the 
course of a few days they had contrived to 


convince his erminence that it would be most 


advantageous if the Jews of Jitomir were 
severely chastised for their revolutionary 


and irreligious opinions. 


These agitators from the capital also put 
themselveg in communication with the gen- 
eral commanditig the Eleventh Russiad 
army corps, whose headquarters are at Jito- 
mir.

‘Nearly half a ‘century ago Theodore 
‘Thomas.undertook to give summer music 
to New York City. His Central park gar- 
den concerts, while seemingly popular, were 
not.financially profitable. They continued 
through several years, and were maintained 
because they were part of his scheme of 
higher music, and ‘to carry out that scheme 
it was necessary to keep his orchestra to- 
gether by giving it employment the year 
round. .Summer music was abandoned, 
however, in New York when Mr. Thomas 
decided to come to Chicago. His decision 
to come here was largely ‘based upon his 
experiences with summer music in the expo- 
sition building concerts. Apparently popu- 
lar as these were, and enjoyable as they al- 
ways were, stil] they were also financially 
unprofitable, though they helped to ingrati- 
ate Mr, Thomas to such an extent with, 
lovers of good music in Chicago that it led 
to his permanent residence here, and that 
led, in a manner familiar to all, to his secur- 
ing a permanent, endowed, and pensioned 
orchestra in ‘its own home before his labors 
finally ceased. 

The summeér season of music, however, 
has not had permanent prospects either in 
New York or Chicago until now.- In the 
former city ft looks as if it might be a regu- 
lar featuregin the future. In Chicago the 
prospect is still more favorable. There are 
now seven series of summer concerts going 
on prosperously—at the White City, the 
Sans Sotici, the Coliseum, the Casino, the- 
Bismarck garden, Riverview, and Ravinia 
park. At each of these resorts there are 
daily concerts, not by scratch organizations, 
but by high class bands. Chicago has con- 
tributed four of them, and Cincinnati, New 
York, and Germany one each. At five of 
these places there are no extra attractions 
except of:a social natgre. Music is the main 
charm. At the other two there are scores.of 
attractions, but the masic is not neglected. 
At the White City, for instance, the con- 
certs on pleasant evenings draw larger au- 


| diences than any of the concessions. It is 


also agreeable to note that while ample at- 
tention is paid to light music of the rag time, 
and two step, and musical comedy sort (it 
is worth while to hear what the “ concert 
band assembled from the Theodore Thomas 
orchestra ” can do with the Tenderfoot,” 


and “ Nordland,” and “The Shogun > 
the better class of music is not*n I. 
At all seven of the reserts there are “‘ Wag- 


ner nights,” and “ classical nights,” and 
“ symphony niglits,” and the audiences are 
as large and quite as enthusiastic over sym- 
phonic and suites ae over “ 
vajo” or “ Teasing.” ea.

CAGO’S, VACATION SCHOOLS. | 
here is no institution in the city which, 
during the summer season, is doing more 
| for the mental and moral regeneration of 
Chicago than the vacation schools, The 
schools, of which there are now eight, are 
situated in the most congested districts. 
Formerly at this season the children of these 
districts had almost no place of amusement 
or of instruction but the streets. Their chief 
teachers were their own bad impulses and 
the evil example of their ignorant and often 
vicious seniors, and under such tuition they 
}gapidly learned to fight and steal, They 
lost in summer a large part of the effect of 
the training they received in the public 
achools the rest of the year, and many of 
them grew up men and 
| the city is not proud. 

The object of the vacation schools ts he 
keep. the children of the poor out of mis 
chief during vacation, to keep them well, 
and at once to amuse and instruct them. 
They are not taught as in ordinary schools, 
Books are taboved. It is properly assumed. 
that they have enough of them im other parts 
of the year. The boys are given manual 
training, taught brass work, cooperage, etc. 
The girls study cooking, sewing, music. All 
‘receive plrysical training. They are taken 
frequently to the parks and the Desplaines 
and Calumet rivers, where they stndy nat- | 
ural objects. They goto the bathing beaches, | 
where they learn to swim, and on tripson 
the lake steamers. In these various ways 
much knowledge is imparted which may. 
prove in the future of the utmost value to 
them. same time they enjoy them- 
selves 4 great deal more than they would | 
if left to their own devices. 

The vacation schools were founded, ‘and 
ay sonre time were entirely supported, by 
the woman’s clubs of Cook county. The 
board of education gives’ them free the use 
of the school buildings they occupy and for 
the last two years has contributed $5,000 
per year toward their maintenance. The 
woman's clubs never engaged in a more 
galutary work, and the board of education 
devotes no money to a better purpose. | 

There are but two criticisms, apparently, 
to be made upon the vacation schools. They 
are too few, and their term is too short. 
Instead of eight there ought to be a dozen 
or moreofthem. Beforethey had been open

JAPAN'S INDEMNITY 

The writer of an article in the Nineteenth 
Century entitled “The Indemnity Due to 
Japan,” begins by saying that the demands 
of that count#y are known only in Tokio, 
Even the best friends of Japan and her 
representatives abroad have been kept in 
the dark as to the terms of peace. which 
will be presented when the plenipotentiaries 
meet at Wachington. Notwithstanding the 
silence of Japan the writer believes it is 
| possible to gauge. with reasonable accuracy 
the minimum indemnity demand which that 
country will make if war shall be concinded 
soon. 

The actual war ‘expenditure of Jepen is 
estimated at $580,000,000. This covers all 
foreign loans except one now being put on 
the market, the domestic loans, and the 
revenue derived from taxes which has been 
spent for military purposes. . 

This is the largest item in the bill, but 
the others are not small. It will be neces- 
sary for Japan to establish a fund for the 
support of war invalids, orplians, and 
widows. After the war with France Ger- 
many created such a fund, amounting to 
$140,000,000, The losses of the Japanese in 
killed and wounded much exceed those of 
the Germans in the French war, but living 
| in Japan is cheaper. than in Germany, 80 it 
is estimated that about $150;000,000, to be 
paid by Russia, will create an adequate 
fund. 

It is assumed that Russia should be texed 
about $75,000,000 to compensate the civilian 
population of Japan for losses occasioned 
by the war, There was considerable. 
interference with the trade of the empire 
before the Russians were entirely driven off 
the ocean. There was a rise in the price 
of freight and insurance, and of indispen- 
sable raw materials, such as cotton, wool, 
iron, ang food stuffs, The advance in price 
was the greater because Russia set out by 
treating nearly all goods shipped to Japan 
as contraband of war. 

Finally it is estimated ad Japan ond 
to be paid about $200,000,000 for wear and 
tear of war material, the cost of bringing 
the army back home, the expense of civil 
administration in Manchuria, the additional 
expenditure thrown on Japanese state rail- 
ways and telegraphs, and the outlay fora 
number of miscellaneous purposes. This 
makes a total minimum indemnity of $905,- 
000,000,.assuniing that the war val 
ily without any more fighting. 

. Sympathizers with Japan, remembering 
the indemnity of a billion dollars which 
Germany exacted»from France will not 
think the Tokio government exorbitant if it 
shall demand about that sum of Russia. 
Whether that is its intention may not be 
known for some weeks. When peace was 
first talked of it was said semi-officially that 
Russia never would humiliate herself by the 
payment of any indemnity. Of late little 
has been heard from 8t. Petersburg on the 
subject, and it may be that the Russian 
government is prepared to pay a considera- 
ble indemnity, but it may decide to let the 
war go on and lose all eastern Siberia sooner 
than hand over to the victor a sum more 
than sufficient to extinguish the entire in- 
terest bearing debt of the United States, 


“SUPERIOR TO PITTSBURG. 

. Manchester built a canal so that ocean 
going steamers might bring the cotton bales 
to the very doors of the mill. Pittsburg is 
to build a canal to Lake Erie so that Lake 
Superior iron ore may be brought to the 
furnace withont breaking bulk in transit. 
The canal, which will be about 110 miles 
long, will be broad and deep enough to ac- 
commodate steamships with a displacement 
of 2,000 tons. This calls for a heavy ex- 
penditure, but it is believed that it will be 
profitable. Pittsburg will be put more near 
ly on ah equal footing with cities like Chi- 
cago and Cleveland. 

At present each ton of ore used at Pitts 
burg has to be transferred from a boat to 
& car at some lake port, and has to bear 
the higher cost of land transportation for 
the final part of the journey. The expense 
of removing the ore from boat'to car is not 
80 great as it once was, for the work is done 
by machinery, but the Pittsburgers are 
} afraid their city will lose its leadership in the 
iron and steel industry if the carrying 
charges for ore are not reduced, as they will 
be by the proposed canal. Pittsburg has 
cheap coal and coke. It must have 4 
ore also. 

The Pittsburgers have not gone to 
gress for an appropriation. They are able te 
raise the money themselves, and intend) to 
do it. It is their hope to let contracts next 
year, and to have the canal open in about 
five years. There is no reason why this 
should not be done, unless a financial panic 
should cut short the supply of money. 
There are no serious engineering difficulties 
to be encountered, |

It is not to be expected that the statements 
of ¢@men in the ranks will carry any more 
weight with radical advocates of so-called 
temperance than do those of officers. These 
agitators are consistently blind to facts and 
deaf to reason. The country has a right to 
expect something better from congress. It 
has a duty to perform in regard to the mat- | 
ter, and it is high time it gave more’consid- 
eration to what will conduce to the good of

Russian art, like Russian literature, is real- 
istic. Truths are stated in a literal and 
imaginative way, but they are truths which 
awaken the imagination of the beholder. 

It is difficult to conceive of a Russian 
artist painting a picture with the sole mo- 
tive of producing a harmony of beautiful 
forms, color, and lines, as Whistler did, 
with little regard for the subject. Abstract 
and subtle phases of art do not appeal to 
the Russian temperament. The Russian 
painter has a predilection for literary inter- 
est and liberal treatment in his work. He. 
searches far and long for his subject, and 
generally finds a thriller. ; 

Verestchagin, the Russia artist best known 
tn America, traveled the world over in search 
of subjects. In the * Forest Fire,” which 
is the work of Demishoff-Uralsky, the sub- 


} ject is a thrilling one, but not one of human 


interest, Iike those treated by Verestchagin. 

Demishoff-Uralsky is a famous mineral- 
ogist and scientist, as well as a painter, 
and his love for inanimate nature is the 
result of a life spent in its study. The 
scene of most of the scientist artist’s pic- 
turep is the Ural mountain region, where 
forest fires are of frequent Occurrence and 
of unusual violence, owing‘ to the thickly 
growing resinous timber, and such scenes as 
the one depicted in Tue TRisune art sup- 
plement are familiar to him. 

It is a picture in which large masses of light 
and dark and brilliant and somber colors 
are contrasted with spectacular effect. The 

red of the flames has its complementary 
green in the follage, and the cool grays and 
purples in the sky and distance set off the 
brown smoke and the yellows of the dry 
vegetation in the foreground. The snueg- 
gestion of movement in the Names and the 
wind blown trees and rolling. smoke adds 
greatly to the dramatic interest in the com- 
position.

On the face of the complaint the purchasing 
agent was buying material that was im- 
possible until he explained to the general 
manager that he was saving the house $2.50 
on every hundred pounds used. The reason 
that the general manager was drawn into 
the matter in any way was the head of the 
department's refusal to recognize the pur- 
chasing agent.. It was the first the purchas- 
ing agent had heard of protest on the sup- 
plies, for every bill received*had been marked 
O. K. by the department head and so paid 
through the purchasing agent’s department. 

‘Complaints have been made by the purchas- 
ing agents of the railroads where the greatest 
magnitude of purchase and the widest lati- 
tude of judgment and knowledge are re- 
quired, the protest being that almost every 
department in the service looks upon the 
purchasing agent as occupying a sg hay 
clerical position. 

“ The purchasing agent can hardly be ex- 
pected to be more than an office man,” is a 
quoted utterance of a practical railroad 
man. “If the head of a department wants 
any special article the purchasing agent is 
most likely to call it a fad, while he is open 
always to the idea that the cheapest thing 
is the best.” 

Yet the purchasing agent of a big rallroad 
company may be the arbiter of millions of 
dollars of expenditure in a year, ranging 
from a bolt for a fishplate to the material 
for a 500 foot bridge. It will be the fault of 
the department having need of the supplies 
which he purchases jf he has not more than 
a passing knowledge of the purposes, values, 
and adaptability of the things he buys. The 
meaning of his office is that there shall be 
more uniformity in supplies, a better ob- 
-pervation of the expenditures for supplies, a 
more timely anticipation of the needs of 
departments, anda better system of auditing 
and paying the accumulating bills of on 
establishment of any kind. 

Strained Relations Often Result. 

Today, where the directory of an esjab- 
lishment lists a purchasing agent, indicat- 
ing that the salesman desiring to make a 
sale there shall consult this new official, 
the situation with reference to department 
heads may be strained until the agent, the 
salesman, and the head of the department 
using the supplies are equally at sea as re 
where they stand. | 

A salesman make of 
wrapping twine approached the purchasing 
agent of a house, holding in his hand a 
sample of a twine which the house was 
selling for 4 cents a pound. On the purchas- 
ing agent's desk was some of the twine 
which..the head of a wrapping department 
in the house had been paying 6 cents for 
for years, the purchasing agent simply ac- 
cepting the “ O. K." of the department asian 
on all bills. 

“Go in and see Jones,” said the purchas- 
ing agent. He ought ta see the 
of the 4 cent twine.”’ 

But the salesman returned in a few min- 
utes to say that Jones would not even look 
at the sample. Then the purchasing agent 
went in to see Jones, with the net result 
that, as the purchasing agent is’ new to his 
job and doesn’t want to offend anywhere, 
the packing departinent of the house is 
paying 6 cents for twine that cam be bought 
for 4 cents, while Jones cannot even see the 
purchasing agent in the lightest corridor in 
the building.’ 

‘The injustice of the situation Is mani- 
fest. The purchasing agent is an estab- 
lished figure in the administration of the 
‘business. He is held responsible to the 

powers that be. His position necessarily 
depends, ay al the showing 
that he can make in economy, and order, 
and system. To be held responsible for con- 
ditions that a petty jealousy make almost 
impossible of influence by the agent is oom 
thing not long to oe tolerated. ail 
There's a Good Time Coming | | 

It will have to be recognized sooner or 
later that the purchasing agent:is an ex- 
officio member of every department in the 
establishment which he represents. He has 
been expected too long merely to be satisfied 
with paying bills that have been contracted 
by separate departments and which he sees 
for the first time with the department's 
O. K. on them. He has been held too much 

to mefe clerical ‘work. More should be ex- 
pected of him, aind when this is so he needs 
to assert himsejf more, and more will be 


forthcoming to the credit of his department

in of Weal, 
ta the first place, there is no wool under 
the sun ‘yet found that will take the place 
of Australian wools in the best woolen 
weaves. Australian lamb’s wool is the fiber 


above all others for the best that may be. 


had from the world’s looms, and in all this 
Australian’ product Great Britain has pick 
and ‘choice. Generations of weavers and 
dyers haye followed generations in Great 
Britain until art, as it applies to the 
production of woolens, has reached close to 
the line of perfection, An American loom and 
weaver, having the wool and the dye and the 
processes, may weave as well as his British 
cousin, but, all things considered, the im- 
porting tailor will tell you that he doesn’t 
care to “risk” a suit from a piece of;goods 
coming from the American mill. He may 


be eating macaroni that comes from Iowa,’ 
but .he feels that his customer’s clothes is ad ; 
‘different proposition. 


Perhaps the most important of all proc- 


esses in the manufacture of a suit of clothes . 


‘ig the dyeing of the wool ‘Wool, in its nat- 
ural state, is an especially greasy form of 
hair; perhaps not another animal in the 
world carries as much grease in its covering 
as does the sheep. Washing by no means 
removes all this, for the reason that the wool 
fiber has within itself capillaries that carry 
nutriment to the fiber. Until curing proc- 
esses have eliminated this anima] matter 
dye will not enter the wool fiber properly 
and permanently. Wool is a bulky com- 
modity and storing it is costly in proportion; 
hence, the haste to work it up into merchant- 
able materials, even at 
dyeing. 


Since the American manufacturer in the, 


main has accepted the situation, placing his 
products in a second or third class, he makes 
the most of the condition naturally. There- 
fore the prevalence of “‘ shoddy ” in clothing. 

“ Shoddy ” ip a term that may mean sev- 
eral things. A piece of goods has shoddy 
in it when the material so used is scrap ma- 
terial from the best tailor shop, pulled to 
pieces, twisted anew into a new yarn, and 
woven intoanewcloth. Alsoa piece of goods 
is shoddy when it is made from the poorest 
of old woolens plucked to fibers and made 
over into a cloth that will hardly hold on! 
gether. 

But, in avy case, this new or old ati 


exhibits similar tendencies. In the first 


place, with even the best dyes applied to it, 
the results will be poor. To the trained eye 
this lack of brilliancy in the dye will show 
the deception in a moment. Then, quite as 
seriously, this shoddy weakens the woolen 
yarns until for the goods to hold its shape 
is more or less impossible. In any case the 
picking of the cloth into original fibers 
breaks the wool fiber; it is shorter amd in the 
twisting of the second hand yarns this short- 
ened fiber will not bear the strain of the
